WITH a righteous flourish of trumpets, the klan lead- 


er* in Oklahoma announced that it would obey the 


Governor's order prohibiting masked meetings or parados. 
"The klan is for law and order first, last and ail the 
time." boasts Grand Dragon Jewett. 
Masked meetings and parades are such a source of, 


ill-feeling, such a menace to the observance of law and 
order that klan leaders would be wise to abandon them 
everywhere. They could retain the use of their absurd 
regalia in their meetings in private halls, \vithout irritat- 
ing the public. Behind closed doors, they might make 
themselves as ridiculously horrific as they pleased. 


But, 
if this organization should abandon the use of 


the mask in public and should publicly disavow lawle.-s 
objects everywhere, it could hardly hope to square it sen 
with the public. It would still represent the anti-Ameri- 
can principles upon which it is founded, of race and 
religious antipathy. Its leaders profess that there is room 
for an out and out Protestant. "100-pcr-cent" American 
organization, to defend American Protestants against 
Catholicism. But everyone knows that the Protestant 
churches can take care of themselves. And. with the ex- 
ception of a bmall fanatical minority, these churches 
made no demand for such an organization as the ku klux. 
and do not now give it any countenance. As for the 
other ku klux objects, political and social opposition to 
Jews, negroes and "aliens," what have the churches to 
do with them? 
There is no excuse for this modern ku klux invisible

Germany's New Pledges 


/CHANCELLOR STRESEMAXN. speaking in behalf of 
V/ the German Government and the German industrial 
magnates, offers France as a guarantee for reparations 
payments what amounts to mortgages on private property 
of German industrialists, a? well as the mortgage on stale 
properties which was provided for under the Versailles 
treaty. This must mean thai Stinnes and what has been 
called the grand staff of German industrial magnate? 
have come to the conclusion that the alternative to this 
action is ruin for themselves and for Germany. What- 
ever their motive, the action, if taken in good faith, stands 
out as the most astounding movement on the part of capi- 
talists that the world has ever seen. If France accepts 
the offer, it will mean the end of the communist menace 
in Germany and the beginning of a promising era of 
German production. 
The offer is conditional on France restoring to Ger- 


many fuji. control of the Ruhr and complete evacuation 
by Frericn troops and officials of that region and the 
Rhinelaiid generally. 
It remains to be seen whether 


Poincare and his advisers will accept such a condition. 
Chancellor Stresemar.n points out that, with the mort- 
gages in hand. France could at once issue bonds against 
these securities and raise large sums of money on account 
of her reparations claim?. However, it appears that be- 
fore any 'agreement can be made, the two Governments 
must mutually decide the very difficult question of how 
much Germany actually owes. The latest bulletin issued 
bv the French Bureau of Information, in New York, dated 
Sept. 10, summing up the various payments and claims. 
shows that, after crediting Germany with receipts in 
cash, receipts in kind, various deliveries and paper marks 
requisitioned, totaling l.S32.IS4,37S gold mark?. Ger- 
ma'ny is still over 11.000,000 gold marks behind, with not 
a cent credited on account of reparations.
